The developments over the week-end in 
the LItalo-Abyssinian situation were reéspon-— 
sible for dull conditions on the London Stock 
markets, when the second week of the account 
commenced yesterday.

Rare Notes 


Everyone is familiar with our silver 
and copper coinage, but how many could 
tell you what a £50 or a £100 note looks 
like? The £1 note is the lowest denomina- 
tion, and its green colour is the most 
familiar to an Irishman. Its back design, 
as are all the back designs of the Con- 
eolidated Bank notes, is from a drawing 
by Mr. F. L. Lawrenson. It depicts the 
Dublin Custom House, with the River 
Liffev in the foreground, on which floats 
a solitary sailing ship. The £5 note is 
brown, and shows Saint Patrick’s Bridge, 
Cork, with the river flowing strongly 
beneath. The dark blue £10 note bears a 
picture familiar to all Dubliners in the 
graceful lines of the Currency Commis- 
sion—the first home of our Irish currency,

Nahum Cate 


Nahum Tate, the 220th anniversary of 
whose death occurred a few days ago, has 
a curious place in present day literary 
standards. He published several volumes 
of poems and was the author of a few 
plays, and although he was deemed 
worthy of being appointed Poet Laureate 
in 1692 his verses are mainly forgotten. 

His claim to fame now rests on his 
association with Nicholas Brady in the 
versification of the Psalms of David, which 
was later incorporated in the Book of 
Common Prayer. Except for this, Brady's 
work is also forgotten. 

Tate’s work has met with ‘severe 
criticism, one commentator describing him 
as “the author of the worst alteration of 
Shakespeare, the worst version of the

A friend who has bought a house which 
includes a dovecot surprised me recently 
by telling me that he found great difficulty 
in stocking it to his liking. tae bY

going out into the fields of Sundays with 
birdeages, I thought we were rather given 
to this fancy. It is true he wished on I to 
procure the dainty fantail, and the tumbler 
and pouter did not attract him. The 
fantail is a picturesque bird, with its 
spread tail, which forms such pleasant 
shapes and shadows on a white shelf. 
Possibly, had he fancied other varieties, 
he might have had less difficulty ; for there 
are many, and in some of our big houses I 
have counted as many as six, of which I 
can now only remember the fantail, the 
tumbler, the cropper, or pouter, and the 
homer. But few houses now sport dove- 
cots, and the interest in such large birds 
has declined. (The dodo is spoken of by 
nine out of ten people who do not know 
that it was of the pigeon tumily, though, I 
understand, it did not fly.) 

My friend’s interest reminds me of a 
case which occurred at Drogheda some time 
ago, when a man was prosecuted for keep- 
ing a goldfinch in a cage 7§ inches by 8 
inches deep; the case was actually dis- 
missed by the District Justice, who pointed 
out that nobody had pronounced on the 
correct size of cages, and that the Bird 
Fanciers’ Association might take the 
matter up. I have occasionally wondered 
since if they did, and hoped they have; 
for surely no bird can do more than op 
in such a prison. It is almost as bad as 
that evil place near Bethnal Green, in 
London—Club row—where I have seen 
linnets sold for ninepence, put into a little 
paper bag like a sweet bag, and handed to 
the customer with the neck of the bag 
twisted tight to be carried home! A dove- 
cot is one of the most natural and un- 

rison-lixe of homes for birds. To see the 
Pirds stalk freely and fly freely in the air 
is such a delight after seeing a lark ora 
goldfinch whistling in a narrow cage. 


Antrim Field Names 


Southern Ireland has always been 
marked by its habit of bestowing names 
upon the fields of which a farm is com- 
posed. Some of these names have come 
down from the far-off past; others have 
been given within comparatively recent 
years, but whenever it was christened, 
every field has its own name—the Hairy 
Acre, the Orchard Meadow, or the Bull 
Park. A Southerner found recently that 
in County Antrim field names are as 
common as in any district below the 
border, and that they are unexpectedly 
poetic for such a practical locality. In 
one place there is the “‘ tilled field of the 
rabbit,’’ or rather its Gaelic equivalent ; 
in another, the “ tilled field of the fox- 
glove,’ and the “ speckled grass field.” 
The ‘‘ grass field of the firewood ” must 
have been a popular meeting-place for the 
firewood gleaners, and the “ high field of 
the bend ” has an airy sound that is re. 
freshing ; but most romantic of them all 
is the “ field of loneliness.”* 


Judging ‘Distances 


“ While it is true, as you say,” writes 
a correspondent, ‘‘ that most people have 
a vague idea of what a hundred yards 


to these interested in cricket or athletics. 

“ 4 cricketer bases many of his calcula- 
tions of distance on the twenty yards or 
so which represents the length of a cricket 
pitch, and similarly anyone who has 
taken part in or closely observed a one 
hundred yards race retains a fairly 
accurate memory of the distance.

Many a time at Morecambe Bay I have 
been unable to see land on the farther 
side of the bay, while in clearer weather 
one can easily perceive the chimneys of 
Barrow. Similarly, there is one heavenly 
constellation in which in England it is 
possible to distinguish only forty stars at 
the most, whereas in the clearer atmo- 
sphere of Athens a hundred can be seen

It is not 
so much that the famous novels would 
not make good film stories, as that they 
offer such unlimited opportunities to the 
really bad producer. ‘“‘Costume’’ films 
have always been rather a speciality of 
his, but when, .in addition to costumes, 
he has quaint or ue characters to 
lay about with, the results are apt to 
be not quite so good. At any rate, they 
were far from good in “ The Old Curiosity 

Sh o ” : 

Great Expectations,’’ which is being 
shown at the Metropole this week, is, 
however, very much better, and the only 
things against it are that it is a little too 
leng and apt to be slow towards the end. 
The producer, fortunately'for us, has not 
confined himself to a display of crinolines, 
stage-coaches and side-whiskers, and has 
made a real effort to condense the story 
without losing its characteristics. When 
reduced to the two hours’ traffic of the 
screen, this tale of the young man and 
his convict. benefactor becomes a little un- 
likely, but that is hardly the cinema's 
fault, and I am heretical enough to think . 
that many of the Dickens novels, if 
brought down to their essentials in this 
way, would give us much the same im- 
pression.

GOVERNMENT IN PALESTINE 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Str,—Referring to your ably-written note 
on Palestine in ica, issue, i am reminded | 
of what the Talmud says in a homily upon 
the dramatic Prologue to the Book of Sob

where Satan ia told:  Behold, he is in thine 
hand, but his life do thou preserve.” What 
Satan was virtually told to do, observe the 
ancient rabbis, was to “break the cask but 
preserve the wine.” 

I am wondering whether it is a task of 
this nature that the British, Government con- 
template undertaking. To establish at the 
Et stage a Legislative Council for 
alestine, in which the Arab political leaders 
and spokesmen would constitute at least 
seventy per cent., is simply to break the 
Balfour Declaration. both in the letter, and 
in the spirit; and it is futile to pretend that 
the idea of the Jewish national home would 
stil: remain capable of realisation. The Jewish 
national home to which Britain has pledged 
herself may not mean an independent Jewish 
State. at, glorious consummation may 
belong to the Messianic realm. © But that 
great solemn historic pledge given in 1917 
by the mightiest Empire of the world to a 
scattered and downtrodden, but great, historic 
people, necessarily precludes the setting up 
of a legislative machinery which could Lot 
but remove the mere possibility of even any- 
thing approaching a Jewish majority in the 
land of our fathers, to which we have clung 
with sueh passionate tenacity for thousands 
of years. As well try to square the circle 
as for the mandatory Power to try to imple- 
ment the Balfour Declaration in the teeth of 
an overwhelming,’ doggedly hostile majority 
in a legislative authority not even ‘limited 
by any safeguards or ‘reserved subjects.’ ”’ 
There is, of course, the plea of ‘‘ justice 
to the Arab majority.” Yet, when the 
Balfour Declaration was given—which Jews 
throughout the world received with a mighty 
chorus of ecstatic enthusiasm (an enthusiasm, 
moreover, which the British Government 
visibly regarded with profound gratification) , 
hailing that epoch-making document as a 
repetition of the Manifesto once issued to 
exiled Judaea by Cyrus King of Persia—the 
Jews in Palestine only numbered some 70,000 
souls, an incomparably smaller minority than 
what they form to-day. The British Govern- 
ment of that day were naturally aware of

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—Seeing the very low standard of 
r relief in Dublin—so low that most 
families had to live chiefly on bread and 
tea, until the Government provided beef— 
would the City Council consider the idea of 
a municipal sg run for use and not for 
financial profit, but just covering its ex- 
penses? In a time of severe unemployment 
and penurious “relief ” it is woeful to hear 
that the price of the 2lb. loaf has been 
increased three times since May last, and is 
to cost 54d. on Monday. 

For a family of three ns, compelled 
to live on 18s. 6d. a week relief, the addi- 
tional cost of the fourteen loaves—which is 
all they can afforl—comes to 10}d. weekly; 
the increased cost of 19lb. of tea at 1s. 8d. per 
lb. is 7d., and butter, which usually costs 1s. 

lb. in summer. is now costing 1s. Gd. to 
s. 6d. per lb., no reduction being made; 
the total additional cost per week of these 
three items amounting to 2s, 11$d.—practi 
cally ós. weekly. Where is this money to 
come from? 

How is it that at a time like the present, 
when it is known that the poor lack means 
to obtain sufficient nourishment, this taxa- 
tion of ‘the necessaries of life is permitted?

Will Rogers a 


VEN in Dublin there will be many to 
mourn the death of Will Rogers, 
which took place so sensationally last 
Thursday. Rogers had paid a personal 
visit to freland he was in Dublin at the 
time of the Drumcollogher cinema disaster 
in 1926, and appeared at a concert which 
was given on behalf of the victims—but 
he was familiar to thousands of ple 
who never saw him in the flesh. He was 
not a great actor, perhaps, but he had s 
pleasant and good-natured personality, 
combined with a whimsical humour of his 
own, and all his films were very popular. 
In America, however, Will Rogers was 
more than a well-known film actor; he was 
almost a national figure. His activities 
vere by no means confined to the screen, 
and, in fact, he probably was almost 
better known by his daily output of 
aphorisms—syndicated to every important 
newspaper in the United States—than by 
his connection with Hollywood. When we 
remember the nature of his death, and the 
fact that it involved another man who was 
almost as widely known as himself, we 
can well imagine the effect it must have 
caused in America.

INOUEST ON THE 
LAURENTIC VICTIMS

OLLOWING the accident to the Cunard- 

White Star liner Laurentic on Sunday, 

another vessel, the Elizabeth Allan, 
caught fire yesterday, and the passengers had 
to be removed in a motor boat which came 
to her aid. The Elizabeth Allan, a pleasure 
steamer, caught fire when two miles off 
Skegness. Smoke was noticed from the 
shore, and the Grace Darling, a motor boat 
which was formerly in service as the Skegness 
lifeboat, and other boats, went to her assist- 
ance. All the passengers were taken off, 
and an attempt was made to tow the 
Elizabeth Allan to shore. 

The Elizabeth Allan had just started on 
a trip, with about a hundred men, women, 
and children on board . 

There was a good deal of excitement, on 
the front when the fire was noticed. 


A PLEASURE CRUISE 


Mr. W. H.. Johnson, father of Mr. W. 
H. R. Johnson, director of the East Coast 
Pleasure Cruising Company, who owns the 
Elizabeth Allan, said he understood the fire 
broke out in the engine room, and was 
quickly put out by the crew with buckets 
and extinguishers. The boat had then been 
out for about half an hour. There were 
112 passengers. No one was injured, and 
there was no panic. All the passengers were 
taken off within half an hour. 

The Grace -Darling was at sea with 38 
passengers when the sound of lifeboat 
maroons gave warning of the fire on the 
Elizabeth Allan. : 

Coxswain George Perrin immediately hurried 
to the distressed vessel, and took off more 
than half of the passengers. 

Within a few minutes two other converted 
lifeboats arrived and took off the remaining 
passengers. 

Several of the women fainted, and had to 
be given restoratives. 

The fire was soon extinguished, and the 
Elizabeth Allan was towed into the river 
mouth, 

The three members of the crew of the 
Laurentic who were detained in hospital after 
six of their shipmates had been killed when 
the vessel came into collision with the 10,000- 
ton Blue Star Line freighter, Napier Star, in 
the Irish Sea, were reported yesterday to be 
progressing favourably. Two other seamen 
were taken to the Northern Hospital, Liver- 
pool, but the three men detained were:— 
A. S. Barnett (22), able seaman, of Moore 
strect, Liverpool; W. Monaghan (34), a 
quartermaster, of Monfa road, Orrell, Bootle: 
and M. Prendigast (49), a look-out man, of 


‘Spereland road, Liverpool. 


INQUEST ADJOURNED 


The inquest was opened at Bootle yester- 
day on the six members of the crew of the 
Laurentic, who were crushed to death as the 
bow of the Napier Star ripped through their 
cabin.

SCENE 
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BELFAST MAN SENTENCED

DERRY, Monday. 

At Londenderry to-day, Robert Moore, 
Trafalgar street, Belfast, timber carrier, was 
sentenced to six months’ imprisonment with 
hard labour on a charge of having a revolver, 
two spent and three live rounds of ammuni- 
tion in his possession on August 10 without 
a certificate. 

The police evidence was that, during the 
* Relief of Derry ” celebrations, shots were 
heard in Fountain street. An officer of the 
Special Constabulary, a constable of the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, and two Special 
constables went to a public-house, and on 
going upstairs they saw the defendant and 
another man from Belfast wrestling. A 
revolver and ammunition were found in the 
defendant’s possession. The revolver, was 
of an American type. 

The defendant, in evidence, said that he 
was an apprentice boy, but did not 
take part in the procession. On arrival in 
the city he went to a _public-house and 
became helplessly drunk. The revolver must 
have been planted on him. He had been 
searched previously. 

Mr. Bell, R.M., said that the defendant 
might have caused a riot. The day passed 
off peaceably, but the result of his visit to 
the city might have meant the loss of life. 
He intended the sentence of six months as 
a deterrent and a warning to other revolver 
rufhans, who might come to Londonderry 
from Belfast, or elsewhere. 

Mr. Bell said that Mr. Harvey, officer of 
Special Constabulary, and Constable 
Gillanders deserved the thanks of the public 
for their promptitude.

An inquest was held yesterday at Mala- 
hide, Fang | Dublin, on the body of Brigid 
Cantwell (38), of Rathdown road, Dublin, 
who was drowned at Malahide on Sunday 
last. Dr. M. Walters, Coroner for North 
County Dublin, found that death, in accord- 
ance with the evidence of Dr. J. G. Wilson, 
Wesland row, Dublin, was due to drowning. 

Mr. Richard Cantwell, brother of the dead 
woman, said that he and his sister had gone 
into the water together After a few 
moments he found himself being carried out 
by a strong current, and he turned on his 
back and shouted for help. He saw his 
sister floating on her back near him and 
moving her hands, In a few minutes he saw 
her, still floating on her back, some distance 
away and drifting towards the sea. She did 
not appear to be in difficulty. He was 
taken from the water by some men and taken 
to his home. 

Guard Roberts said that when he heard of 
the oceurrence he went out in a boat with 
another Guard and :. boatman, and about 
two and a half miles from the shore the 
body was found floating face downwards 
They tried artificial respiration for about 
twenty minutes without success, 


CONDITION OF 
MORGUE 
PROTESTS AT GALWAY 
INQUEST

GALWAY, Monday. 


Protests against the lack of facilities at the 
public morgue at Galway Docks were made 
by Coroner M. J. Alien, solicitor, and Super- 
intendent Sean Murphy at the conclusion of 
an inquest which was held in Galway to-day 
on an infant whose body was found floating 
in the sea near Grattan road, Salthill, on 
Saturday night. 

Superintendent Murphy said that he wished 
to make a vigorous protest against the 
appalling conditions existing in the' morgue. 
There were no facilities whatsoever for the 
holding of a post-mortem examination—no 
water and no utensils of any type. Durin 
Saturday, Sunday and Sunday night he had 
to have a guard on continuous duty at the 
morgue; otherwise the body of the infant 
would have been eaten by rats. 

Coroner Allen said that this matter had 
been referred to at previous inquests, when 
the doctor had refused to hold any further 
post-mortem examinations in the morgue. 
Only last month the body of a woman had 
to be kept in Salthill Garda Barracks for 
a day and a night, as there was no morgue 
available. Such a condition of things was a 
disgrace to Galway. 

“I would like to say,” continued Mr. 
Allen, “that I do not blame the Central 
Hospital authorities for their refusal to 
admit the body to their private morgue. 
They are perfectly within their rights in 
refusing. am aware that there are plans 
in existence for the building of a new morgue 
for the past three years, but so far no effort 
has been made to go ahead with the pro- 
ject.”’ 

Dr. Waters said that, in his opinion, the 
infant had died from inattention at birth, 
and was dead before it was put into the 
water. The infant would be about a week or 
ten days old, and was born alive.

Dr, Ashe, Medical Inspector, Local Govern- 
ment Department, in his annual report in 
regard to the Roscommon dispensaries, wifich 
was read at a meeting of the Board of 
Health stated that Ballydangan dispensary 
consisted of a largé press (where all the 
medicines are locked up) in the sittingroom 
of a lheensed premises; that Elphin dis- 


and that it was cold, damp and draughty, and 
that the waiting-room consisted of a hall 
passage with no fire or means of heating. 

Boyle dispensary, the report: stated, was 
situated on the top floor of a building, which 
was reached by seventeen or eighteen stone 
steps. The dispensary was being used by 
two doctors for No. .1 District, Co, Ros- 
common, and No. 2 District, County Sligo, 
on the same day, and during the same hours. 
The entrance caused unnecessary suffering and 
distress to the aged and feeble and the 
patients attending there. The buildmg was 
old and defective, and the roof leaking in 
many places. and the walls were damp and 
sodden.’ 

The dispensdry consisted of a -waiting-room, 
a surgery or compounding room, and a con- 
suiting room. One doctor used the surgery 
where the appliances for both districts were 
kept, while the other sees the patients in the 
consulting room. 

The Board decided to investigate the com- 
plaints regarding Boyle dispensary, and to 
advertise for new premises for’ Ballydangan 
and Elphin.

ALIBI DEFENCE 
Alexander Church said that his people had 


held in Belfast to-day. The defendants were 
summoned for rioting on July 16, and some of 
them appeared in charge of prison warders, as 
they had -been sentenced to imprisonment for 
riot in the same area—Broadway—en July 17. 

The first case taken was that of James 
Irwin, Windsor road, 

Constable Gibson said that on July 16, at 
11.30 p.m., he was at 167 Broadway, protect- 
ing Cornelius O'Brien s house. A crowd 
threw stones at the house, and, when pursued 
by the police, they made down Broadway. 
There were about 200 in the crowd. 

Constable John Rea said that he heard glass 
breaking and saw the police charge. The 
crowd ran, and among them was James Irwm, 
who shouted a remark. Witness ran and 
caught Irwin, and Constable Lappin came to 
his assistance. 

Defendant said that he was twenty-one years 
of age and was a porter on the Great Nerthern 
Railway. His father was also im the employ- 
ment of the railway as a driver. On July 16 
he was in the station until 11 p.m. He left 
with a chum named John Fitzsimmons, a boy 
porter, and went home via Donegall road. 
He left Fitzsimmons at Donegall averme, and 
proceeded down Sondan street to see about a 
bicycle. In Broadway he was met by a 
crowd. He saw police charging and he ran. 
At Kitchener street three policemen took his 
name and address and searched him. He was 
not a member of the riotous mob, 

Defendant’s father said that he himself had 
38 years’ service in the railway, and was driv- 
ing for 25 years. The accused was a good 
bov, who was attentive to his work. He was 
not the type of boy to take part im a riot. 

John Erwin, stationmaster at Belfast, said 
that the defendant was a boy of fine type and 
very exemplary character. He was doing well 
at his work, and had two promotions since 
witness took over the station. 

Answering Major McCallum, witness saad 
that defendant was off duty from 3 o'clock 
that day, and had apparently come back to 
meet his chum. 

The magistrates convicted the defendant, 
and dealt with the case under the Probation 
of Offenders Act, defendant to enter into bail 
for twelve months. 


COUNSEL’S OBJECTION 


Mr. N. Tughan objected in the case of John 
Hainon or Heaney, Tavanagh street ; William 
Smith. Benburb street: Annie Walker, Ben- 
barb street, and Thomas Evans, Benburb 
street, that the accused persons appeared in 
court in charge of werders, they having been 
convicted of an offence on July 17. That 
would prejudice these people. The law was 
that previous convictions could not be referred 
to until conviction, but here they had pri- 
soners in the court, and it was chear to the 
Court that they had already been convicted.

James Broderick said that he had resided at 
11 Rockland street for four months before 
July.

The Abyssinian Crisis 


The Italo-Abyssinian dispute is drawing 
rapidly towards a crisis. So serious is the 
news that British Cabinet Ministers are 
returning in all haste to London from their 
holidays; for they realise that virtually 
all hope that war can be averted has been 
lost. On Sunday night definite tidings 
arrived that the Three-Power Conference 
in Paris had failed. Britain and France 
had exerted all their efforts to prevent 
war, but all the offers which they made on 
behalf of Abyssinia were useless against 
Signor Mussolini’s obduracy. The Italo- 
Ethiopian Commission of Conciliation, 
which resumes its meetings at The Hague 
this morning, has failed once already, and 
is not taken seriously by anybody. Only 
one chance remains: that the League of 
Nations, which will meet on the 4h of 
next month, will be able to deflect Italy's 
ambition. Even that hope is small. If 
two Great Powers could not succeed, there 
is little likelihood that the League wil! 
have any better success. During the last 
couple of years the relations of the 
European States have been decided not by 
Geneva, but by parleys between the 
diplomats of the Great Powers: and this 
mode of approach has been far more 
effective than the puny efforts of Geneva,

He is delighted, he informs us, 
to co-operate with the League, and hopes 
to remain in it; but the League must not 
venture to dispute Italy’s right to do just 
as she pleases. If such an indiscretion 1s 
committed, he will be compelled to bid it 
a regretful farewell. 

Until this year Signor Mussolini had an 
enviable reputation; he was regarded as 
the one European statesman who said out- 
right what he meant. His reputation has 
been belied during the last few months. 
It is manifest that nothing short of a 
conquest of Abyssinia will satisfy his 
ambition ; yet he refuses to say so in so 
many words. Every demand that Signor 
Mussolini made of Abyssinia a month or 
two ago has been conceded. Not only has 
he been offered large economic advantages 
and a substantial lump of territory as 
terms of peace, but France and Britain— 
evidently with the consent of the Abys- 
sinians—have been willing to consider any 
scheme which he might submit for the 
‘safeguarding of Italy’s frontiers in Africa. 
What more could the Duce want—short 
of Abyssinia herself? ‘‘ Security ” is his 
cry at one moment, “‘ satisfaction ” at the 
next, “ room to expand " a day or two 
later. All these claims have been satisfied ; 
yet, when one is conceded, Italy switches 
to another, Meanwhile, Italian troops 
continue to pour into Eritrea and Somali- 
land; the normal business. of the Suez 
Canal is delayed by the unceasing passage 
of Italian troopships southwards, and by 
the return of vessels carrying men who 
have succumbed to the rigours of an 
equatorial climate. If Signor Mussolini's 
desire is to bluff Abyssinia and Europephe 
is using the most elaborate methods. If he 
is determined upon war, he is determined 
likewise that there shall be no repetition 
of the disaster which befell Italian arms 
at Adowa forty years ago. We cannot 
wonder that the wording of his speeches 
is inconsistent, and that it is becoming 
harder every day to maintain the bluff—if 
bluff it is. To withdraw so huge an army 
from Africa would be an anti-climax that

The 
man who would wager money either on 
Italy or on Abyssinia, as victor in a war, 
would be rash. Europe can count herself 
lucky if the dispute confines itself to the 
two. Smaller incidents before now have 
produced world-shaking results. 


Work for Graduates 


Within the last twenty or thirty years 
the universities have been creating a 
problem of their own which is somewhat 
difficult to solve, In former generations 
a young man was sent to college either 
because he was destined for one of the 
recognised ‘ professions ’’—such as teach- 
ing, medicine or the Church—or because 
his parents wished him to make the fullest 
use of his chances for education. The 
students either had their careers mapped 
out in advance )r came of a class which 
had plenty of money, and to which the 
finding of a ‘‘job’’ was not a matter of 
very great urgency. There have been 
great changes since that time. In the 
first place, education has become general, 
and, as the schools have multiplied, the 
universitic~ also have increased. Nowa- 
days a university training no longer is 
the prerogative of the few, and it is only 
natural that an ever-growing number of 
young men and women should try to take 
advantage of its benefits. Yesterday’s 
discussion at the Dublin Rotary Club, 
however, and the fact that many of the 
universities have set up Appointments 
Committees to find work for their 
graduates, show where the problem lies. 
Most of the students, by the time they 
have received their degrees, will be fitted 
to take up intelligent work, but the diffi- 
culties arise when they begin to seek it. 
The professions can absorb only a small 
proportion of their total, and the rest 
must turn in another direction.

graduate not only begins his search for 
work at a comparatively late age, but is 
a little less inclined to start at the bottom 
of the ladder than a non-university man 
might be. The supply of men and women 
who are capable of filling the higher-paid 
posts undoubtedly is greater than the 
demand at the moment, especially in this 
country; and for that reason the old jibe 
at our universities—that they ‘‘ breed for 
export '—hardly is justified. The surplus 
must go somewhere, and it is better that 
a man should find scope abroad or in the 
Colonies than that he should remain at 
home, unemployed. Yet there are many 
opportunities at home which could be 
grasped. The universities themselves 
have shown a great deal of enterprise in 
this matter, by keeping in touch with the 
various possibilities of work, and by help- 
ing their students to take advantage of 
them. The Appointments Committees in 
Trinity College and the National Univer- 
sity have succeeded in “ placing” many 
graduates in, posts where their abilities 
will have full scope, and their ‘task is 
made a little easier by the fact that 
industry and commerce no longer regard 
the university man with suspicion. The 
position of the graduate whe is seeking 
work, either at home or abroad, would 
be very much more difficult if it were not 
for such organisations. |

“For Yourself” .. 

In a generous moment—doubtless, the 
outcome of a satisfying meal—three 
members of a smart West End club in 
London presented their waiter with a little 
something for himself. As an immediate 
result of this prineely gesture, two of the 
generous clubmen have been suspended by 
the committee for six months, while the 
third has been asked politely, but firmly, 
to resign. Tipping is banned in London, 
as, indeed, in most, clubs, and members 
who wish to reward the staff personally 
are at liberty to contribute to a 
general fund, or to cast their riches 
into a “tip box ”; and the proceeds are 
shared out among the staff at regular 
intervals. Clubs, of course, are the excep- 
tion. Many hotels or piaces of entertain- 
ment in the British Isles nominally operate 
under the “ no tips ” rule; but the guest 
who omits to swell the waiter’s or door- 
man’s income is likely. to perceive a 
look of horror on the faces of his devoted, 
but unrewarded, servants. The ‘‘ no 
tips ” rule is all right to attract visitors ; 
but, when once the visitors have been lured 
into the snare, life will be found easier 
for them therein if they do not stick too 
closely to the letter of the law. How often 
has one heard: ‘‘ Of course, sir, tips are 
not permitted here, but some gentlemen 
like to give us something for ourselves,’’ 
and how often has one bowed before the 
inevitable and joined the ranks of the 
gentlemen who have gouve before? The 
truth of the matter is that in some places 
a judiciously distributed half-crown, or, 
perhaps, a ten-shilling note, will make the 
wheels revolve at a surprising speed ; and 
it is equally certain tuat a tip withheld 
sometimes may mean lazy and inefficient 
service and an uncomfortable atmosphere 
of hostility. This is somewhat severe on 
the victim of depression who dislikes 
the spending of ten shillings in order to 
obtain the service to which he is entitled. 
In many hotels and restaurants the tip- 
ping system works in an equitable fashion ; 
but waiters: never can wholly disregard 
the fact that one diner may leave them a 
pound note and another a gentle word of 
gratitude.

SIR STAFFORD CRIPPS ON 
IMPERIALISM 


——— 


IR STAFFORD CRIPPS, speaking at 
S Penzance last night, said that Japan, 
Germany, Italy, France and Engiand 
were the five main Powers that were respon- 
sible for the peace of the world to-day. 
“England and France are . satiated 
imperialist Powers. Germany, on the other 
hand, as the result of the War, failed to 
obtain her place in the sun which she desired 
to attain by means of war, and found herself 
at the end not only robbed of her own 
imperial “development, but with no chance of 
imperialist expansion.” 
apan, following the best model of Western 
imperialism, had gone into Manchuria and 
North China in order to obtain expansion that 
the European Powers had obtained in early 
years. Italy, striking out as an imperialist 
Power, wished to obtain for herself the 
hegemony of Abyssinia. Come what may, 
Mussolini had declared that he would not be 
satisfied with anything less than complete 
political, and, indeed, military, control of 
Abyssinia, 
. ““Is it going to be any solution to the 
“age ae to stop Italy, if she can be stopped, 
yy force of arms or any other device from 
going into Abyssinia now? Will that cure the 
difficulties of the imperialist expansion of 
Japan or Germany’? Have we not got to 
consider whether this system of imperialism 
is hot itsélf at the very root of the danger of 
war? This conception that one or other 
industrial Power could by force of arms, by 
session, by treaty, or by whatever means it 
can encompass, win for itself monopoly rights 
in the rich territory of undeveloped country 
throughout the world. 


BRITAIN AND TRANSVAAL 


Britain would have adopted the same atti- 
tude as Italy had adopted to-day had 
Germany and France met together in France 
and persuaded us that we were not entitled 
to go into the Transvaal in order to conquer 
that very wealthy territory and make it 
part of the Rritish Empire, . 

“You cannot uphold a white Australia 
against the expansion of Japan if you believe 
in the principles of imperialism,”’ he said. 

‘The only possible argument by which you 
can counter, and which you must counter 
if the world is to survive the depredations 
of the imperialist Powers who desire expan- 
sion, is to say we are prepared to have done 
with imperialism altogether, that we are pre- 
mared to lead the world as the greatest 
imperialist Power in the world to a new 
conception of international affairs—a concep- 
tion wherein the raw material and the bosses 
of the world are to be used for the ad- 
vantages of the people of the world and not 
to be made the monopoly of this or that 
group of capitalists to exploit it for their own 
profit

DISTRICT COURT 
DECISION

CORK, Monday. 


HE picketing of a hairdresser’s establish- 
ment in Cork, which has already been 
the subject of a mo Court judgment, 

was again considered at Cork District Court 
to-day when John McAuliffe, 52 North Main 
street, Cork; William Ryan, River lane; 
James Carey, Ringmahen, Blackrock, and 
Michael Courtney and William Courtney, 
McCurtain Buildings, were summoned at the 
suit of Messrs. L. L. Fe n, Limited, 3 
Winthrop street, Cork, for having on August 
3 and other dates tres on the com- 
plainants’ property at Winthrop street. 

Mr. G. Moloney, solicitor for the com- 
plainants, said that the summonses were 
brought for trespass and to prevent the de- 
fendants continuing the practice. On the 
revious occasion on which similar cases were 

fore the Court the Justice ruled that he 
could not assume jurisdiction, as similar pro- 
ceedings were before the High Court ir 
Dublin, and that he would prefer to have the 
decision of the High Court, The premises 
were being picketed and property trespassed 
on in a manner in which defendants had no 
right whatever. Defendants then pleaded 
that they were entitled to do what they had 
been domg under the Trades Disputes Act, 
but that Act only entitled them to be at or 
near the premises and not on them. Section 2 
of the Trades Dispute Act did not confer any 
new right on defendants. 


QUESTION OF TITLE 


In the case of Ferguson and O'Gorman and 
others, Mr. Justice Meredith had held that 
there was no defence in law to plead Section 
2 of the Trades Disputes Act for trespass. 
The whole question was whether he (Mr. 
Moloney) could satisfy the Justice that 
Fergusons, Ltd., held the premises under 
lease. If he did so he would have established 
the prima facie case that complainants owned 
half the street. 

Evidence was given that the defendants 
had been picketing on the roadway outside 


half of the street, and Mr. Irwin, the 
manager, said that he had warned them that 
they were trespassing on the companys 
premises, : 

Mr. G. Daly, Barrister-at-Law, said that 
he had to take objection to the Justice's 
jurisdiction on the question of title of the 
premises. Trespass had not been proved, or 
that the right-hand side of Winthrop street 
was vested in the complainants’ company. He 
submitted that at the time of the granting 
of the lease the entire width of the street 
had been dedicated to the public under the 
Corporation. The claim made by the com: 
plainants was a blatant, arrogaut claim, and 
made for the purpose of drawing further 
attention to the strike. ‘There was no satis- 
factory proof of complainants’’ ownership, 
and accordingly the summons should be dis- 


missed.

It was remarked that Britain, for one, 
has never been afraid of the “ Abyssinian 
menace” to the British Colonies on her 
border. Moreover it was revealed to-day 
that the Franco-British proposals to Italy 
included an offer to consider any scheme 
which Italy liked to: put forward to gp 
the security of Italian Colonies if Italy con- 
sidered the t security insufficient. To 
this offer Italy has apparently made no re- 
sponse. 

In reply to questions whether Italy realised 
the great difficulties of a military campai 
in Abyssinia, Baron Aloisi Baym that. the 
Italian authorities were perfectly confident on 
that score. 
Interest here now centres on the British 
Cabinet meeting at the end of the week. 
Particular importance is attached to the de- 
cision which the Cabinet is expected to take 
on the arms embargo, which, it is known, was 
only imposed temporarily in order not to 
handicap the negotiations in Geneva and 
Paris. It is thought that the breakdown of 
the Paris Conference may decide the British 
Government to lift the embargo, which 
obviously favours Italy, at the expense of 
Abyssinia.

ITALIAN SALVAGE 
INTEREST

CAPE TOWN, Monday. 


Signor Rossi, the Italian salvage expert, 
will attempt to loeate the wreck of the 
Birkenhead this week if weather permits, 
The Birkenhead sank in comparatively 
shallow water off Danger Point, and, giveh 
fine weather, should be easily located. The 
coast, however, is difficult, being exposed 
to the full force of south-easterly ta in 
summer and to north-westerly gales in 
winter. The divers’ work will be hampered 
by reefs and currents. 

The salvors—a South African company, 
in association with the Italiana Ricuperi 
Marittimi, represented by Signor Rossi— 
believe that the Birkenhead carried 
£250,000. 

There is a tradition among the fishermen 
on the coast that the Birkenhead remained 
afloat for two or three days after being 
holed. If that is true, it is possible that 
the money was brought ashore. The 
present activities are only exploratory, but 
if they promise good results Signor Rossi 
will bring the necessary salvage gear from 
Italy. 

The paddle-wheeled troopship Birken- 
head struck a rock off Simon’s Bay on 
February 26th, 1852. She was carrying 
troops to the Cape, and of the 630 persons 
on board only 194 were saved, |

LORD DE CLIFFORD FOR 
TRIAL

A verdict of manslaughter against Lord de 
Clifford, the 28 years old racing motorist, 
was returned by a Coroner’s jury at Kingston- 
on-Thames yesterday at the inquest on 
Douglas George Hopkins (26), of Ganarew 
Moss Hall, Grove, Finchley, who was killed 
on the Kingston by-pass near Combe Woods 
on Thursday, when his car collided with @ 
car driven by Lord de Clifford.

Replying to the Coroner, Lord de Clifford 
said that he would not like to estimate the 
speed of the other car within five miles an 
hour, but he would say that it was at least 
sixty miles an hour.

When Lord ae Clifford was asked if there 
was pene he could have done to avoid 
the accident he replied :—‘‘I cannot see that 
I could have done anything.

SEQUEL TO MURDER OF 

| MR. JONES

The murder of Mr. Gareth Jones has 
been quickly avenged by the killing of 
five of his captors, it was learned here 
to-day. 

Chinese gendarmes, sent on instructions 
from the Nanking Government to round 
up the bandits, encountered them in a 
village 25 miles south of Paochang. A 
battle was waged with the gang, as a 
result of which five bandits -were killed 
and one wounded. 

The wounded man told the gendarmes 
that Mr. Jones was shot because he could 
not keep up with the bandits in their 
flight. He had been forced to ride many 
miles, and finally was so fatigued that 
he could not go on. 

It is learned that the British Embassy 
has sent formal representations to Nan- 
king regarding the murder, asking for an 
Inquiry into the circumstances of Mr. 
Jones’s death, and apprehension and 
punishment of the guilty parties, 

The Chinese Government has replied 
orally, stating. that orders to this effect

N 9 | DE the ancient seat of the Hun. 
| ian Kings'of the House of Arpad (896. 
£301) and the present seat of the Prince 
Primates of Hungary, the palace of Hungary’s 
great medieval national dynasty has been djs. 
- covered. and gradually. bro t. to light. 
The most min res oí the excava. 
tions, writes t e* Danubian Review which 
| were ‘resumed in spring, was the opening oj 
the.throne-room of the palace. Considering 
that this find is an important monument of 
art of the Middle Ages, it is to be suppose 
that it may interest not only Hungarians, but 
also all lovers of art abroad, and that is the 
reason of our giving below a description from 
the pen of the famous Hungarian art-historian, 
Professor Tibor Geérevich, published in the 
Juwe 13th issue of the Ludapests Hiriip, 
“The royal throne-room of the palace of 
the Arpads, . discovered in the autumn, has 
now been completely opened, This hall, buil; 
in the style of the twelfth century, has an 
even more magnificent gateway than th 
entrances of the palace and of the chapel. 
It may be conjectured from the style of th. 
throne-room that, at some later period, whe; 
the royal palace was changed into the seat 
of the Prince Primate, the architecture was 
amplified by ornamentations in the Renais 
sance style. Several extremely interesting 
doorways, staircases and passages hay

ROMAN REMAINS 


At present excavations are being made in 
the grounds round the chapel. Here, so ! 
say, within the depth of a spade, the | 
curious finds have been brought to iich: 
Among others, a glazed tile has been found 
with the relief of the King on it. A fine piece 
of work, indeed, dating from the tifteenth 
century; possibly the figure on it is the por. 
trait of King Sigismund; however this ha: 
not been ascertained yet. 

A great number of objects dating fron 
ancient times aud from the Roman period 
have been found, They seem to support the 
hypothesis of the paiace having been erected 
partly during the Duke Géza’s reign, on tho 
remains of a Roman Castrum. 

The National Committee of Monuments of 
Art carefully watches over the excayatio: 
anxious that the old stones of inestimab). 
value should not be damaged. That is why 
each piece is being fixed on the spot, in order 
to prevent—as has happened before on similar 
occasions—their being mixed up. Each piece 
is separately labelled and registered. Hur 
dreds of carved fragments had, as a matter 
of course, to be moved; however. we know 
the exact place of each of them, so that once 
the restoration of the palace is begin every 
single fragment will be put back in its 
original place.

FOUND IN MADRID SHOP

MADRID, Monday. 
The police at Pamplona have found part 


of the stolen cathedral treasure in the 
private dwelling of a watchmaker. 
Gregorio Arias, who has a shop in one of 
the main streets. 

This watchmaker went to a bank at noon er 
to-day to try to change a gold coin. As 
the police had supplied details of tho 
stolen coins to all banks, it was verified 
that the one presented was part of the 
stolen treasure. ix 

The man was arrested at his shop with- is 
out offering any resistance, and a search 
at his premises disclosed jewels which had 
been broken up and concealed in pans and 
cooking utensils among rags and other 
materials used for packing parts oí 
watches. 

The Crucis Lignum and the Golden 
Fleece are among the jewels found, but 
the small. carved chest, cne of the most 
valuable relics lost—for which, it is said, 
antiquaries have offered over a million 
pesetas—has not been found. Other people 
accused of being implicated in the robbery 
have also been arrested. 

The Golden Fleece is said to be the only ” 
insignia of the Order not in the possession 
of its original owner or his heirs. Accord- 
ing to tradition, the Crucis Lignum is sai 
to be made of the wood from the true 
Cross.

FIVE YOUTHS CHARGED 


IN DISTRICT COURT

Y con ae in the Dublin District 


Court, five youths were remanded in 
custody until Thursday upon charges 
of “ looting ” a shop and flat at the back of 
the Sinn Féin building when the fire there 
was at its height on Sunday night. 

The prisoners were:—Patrick Feay, Hard- 
wicke street; Peter McAulay Summerhill; 
Christopher Crofts, Britain place; James 
Parkinson, North Gloucester street, and Ed- 
ward Kelly, Hardwicke street. 

They were accused of larceny and illegal 

session of (1) cigarettes, chocolates, etc., 

longing to Thomas Dalton, tobacconist, 
whose shop is situate in the side wall of 16 
Parnell square, the building that was de- 
stroyed; and (2) clothes, an umbrella and 
household articles of the Cuddihy family, who 
reside in a flat at the rear of the burned 
building. 

Sergeant John Hickey said that between 1 
and 2 a.m. he, with other police officers, went 
into Dalton’s shop, and saw the prisoner 
Feay with cigarettes in his hand, On going 
to the rear of the shop the witness saw the 
other four prisoners being arrested. 

Thomas Dalton, in evidence, said that when 
the fire broke out on Sunday night he and 
his assistants left the shop (which was “ on 
the flanking wall, just around the corner from 
the fire ”) after locking it back and front. 
He went across the street to No. 1 Gardiner’s 
row, where he lived, and tried to watch his 
shop, though the crowds that blocked the 
row partly hid it. After about half an hour 
the firemen had to force in the shop door to 
get at the fire from the back, but, subse- 
quently, the witness was able to lock up the 
shop again. About half an hour after mid- 
night Detective Officer Carroll and he saw a 
igh in the shop and heard a rustle inside it. 

ey went into the shop, while the detective 
flashed his lamp. When the witness 
switched on the shop lights the detective was 
holding @ man by the arm. He then heard 
that others had been caught. 

“They were nearly -being burned,”’ said 
the witness. “I was glad to get out of the 
shop myself.’’ ; 


“SALVAGE” 


William Cuddihy, who lives in the flat 
over Dalton’s shop, said that he arrived home 
on Sunday at about 11.10 p.m., when the fire 
was raging in the adjoining premises. He 
got into the flat fromethe rear by climbing 
from one shed to another and getting in 
through a window. He wanted to see if any 
of his family were in the flat. When he 
switched on a flash-lamp he saw, instead, five 
men, of whom he identified two, McAulay 
and Parkinson, as now being in the dock. 

They said that they had already got a lot 
of his stuff out, and he concluded that they 
were attempting to help in salvage. They 
wrapped up other articles, then, which were 
dropped out of the window, and the witness 
went to put them into a workshop. Un re- 
turning to the flat, however, he found the 
men had scattered some articles from a trunk 
and were reading privatée papers. 

“They were not helping to salvage any- 
thing then,” maid the witness. “‘I decided 
they were unfriendly and that they were 
looting the place. I went out and locked the 
exterior door to keep them in.”’ 


POLICE EVIDENCE 


Police evidence was given of the men 
being found at the rear of the shop later, 
and of certain articles being found in their 
possession. Upon being accosted, four of the 
youths said they had been ‘‘salvaging.’” One 
said he had rescued people from the Sinn 
Fein buildifg, and that he then felt a bit 
“‘dopey,”’ and fell asleep in the tobacconist's 
shop. Another mentioned that he had 
rescued a dog and four cats. Another, who 
was seen coming off a shed at the back of 
the shop, said he had gone there to watch 
the fire brigade. Kelly said he had been 
rescuing stuff from the Sinn Fein building 
when it was ablaze.

Mr. Sean T. O'Reilly 
has overstepped himself by sending this 
woman, whose husband was a Fianna Fail 
Senator or T.D.”’ 

Mr. Fogarty—A Senator. 

Mr. P. J. Fogarty said that he, too, was 
sorry about this position in Balbriggan; but 
he could not forget that Mr. Ennis also had 
tried to put another doctor in over the head 
of Dr. McGowan, a relation of anothe® 
Senator, He regretted that Dr, McGowan 
had not been appointed, but Dg, O'Doherty 
had a good national record.

ESTERDAY $S Test cricket at Kenning- 
ton Oval furnished a surprise almost as 
great as that of Saturday, when South 

Africa were put in on a plumb wicket. So 
far from England getting | the four out- 


‘standing wickets of their opponents fairly 


cheaply, they were made to field for another 
two hours, in which time the bowling was 
collared to such an extent that 179 runs were 
scored. To follow that came the fall of 
three England batsmen for 98, so that, in- 
stead of being able to make a bid for the 
victory necessary to save the rubber, Eng- 
land had to fight their way out of a very nasty 
position. 

The man who did most to confound Eng- 
land's expectations—such as they were after 
the es had hit 297 for six wickets— 
was Eric Dalton. In the previous match— 
against Essex—he played his first three- 
figure innings of the tour, and yesterday he 
matlé his first 100 in Test cricket. From the 
lime’ he carried on wita his Saturday's score 

21 Dalton attacked the bowling with 
vigour. The loss of Viljoen in no way 

irbed Dalton’s free scoring; neither did 
the fall of Vineent’s wicket to a quickly 
turning ball from Robins at 333. 


QUICK SCORING 


South Africa at this point had eight 
wickets down, with Dalton 52; but, as in 
Lord’s Test, Langton displayed such 
splendid batting skill that England could not 
vet him ont. The stand between Dalton and

Adding 64, this un- 
broken stand placed England 163 runs behind 
and there are six wickets to fall. Leyland’s 
most valuable and sound innings of 119, put
